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Smallpox  Hospital  Accommodation, 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  have  a scheme  in  opera- 
tion whereby  smallpox  patients  may  be  admitted  to  The 
River  Hospitals  (Long  Reach),  Dartford,  Kent.  Fortunately 
no  cases  occurred  in  the  United  District  during  1950. 


Nursing  Homes. 


Bridge-Blean  Rural  District. - 


The  registration  of  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Rural  Dist- 
rict is  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter rs  Urban  District. - 

Herne  Bay  Urban  DisiTrict . - 

The  County  Council  delegated  the  powers  for  the  regis 
tration  of  Nursing  Homes  in  the  two  Urban  Districts  to  the 
Local  Authority,  and  the  particulars  for  the  year  in  this 
connection  will  be  found  in  the  separate  Reports. 


Convalescent  and  Holiday  Homes. 

There  are  several  Convalescent  and  Holiday  Homes  in 
the  United  Districts. 


Homes  for  Disabled  and  Elderly  People. 

These  Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  three 
Districts,  come  -under  the  control  of  the  Kent  County  Coun- 
cil and  are  registered  and  inspected  by  the  staff  of  their 
Residential  Services  Department. 


Schools . 


There  are  many  good  class  boarding  and  private  schools 
situated  in  the  combined  area,  mostly  of  a preparatory 
nature.  Nearly  all  the  boarding  schools  are  provided  with 
sanatoria  in  which  scholars  suffering  from  infectious 
diseases  can  be  isolated.  As  far  as  is  known,  the  sanitary 
arrangements  in  connection  with  these  schools,  and  the 
water  supplies  may  be  considered  satisfactory.  As  a rule 
each  school  has  its  own  medical  attendant,  who  not  only 
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treats  the  pupils,  but  advises  the  principals  on  matters 
of  hygiene. 

The  Secondary  and  Primary  Schools  in  the  area  are 
under  the  control  of  the  Kent  Education  Committee  and  the 
County  Health  Services.

Milk  Supply. 

The  importance  of  the  provision  of  a clean  milk  sup- 
ply in  the  United  Districts  continued  to  be  recognized  and 
steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  milk  supplied  to  the 
inhabitants  was  of  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness. 

To  this  end  a number  of  samples,  of  the  following  grades, 
were  collected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  dairies  and 
schools,  and  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  for  exami-

Of  the  1,766  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
notified,  273  occurred  in  Children’s  Homes,  Boarding  Schools 
and  Hospitals;  the  remainder  were  in  private  families. 

There  is  an  increase  of  768  on  the  total  number  of 
notifications  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  this 
is  mainly  due  to  the  outbreaks  of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough 
and  Chickenpox.  It  will  be  noted  that  in  regard  to  the 
other  diseases  - Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  etc.  ~ 
there  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  numbers  notified 
as  compared  with  the  1949  figure. 

It  will  also  be  noted  that  the  number  of  deaths  due  to 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  was  very  small,  in  relation 
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to  the  numbers  notified.,  there  being  only  two  deaths  from  Polio- 
myelitis and  27  from  Pneumonia:  as  regards  the  latter  figure,  a 
number  of  these  deaths  were  not  of  the  notified  cases,  but  were 
shown  in  the  Death  Returns  as  - "Cause  of  Death  - Pneumonia,"  - 
mostly  patients  of  65  years  of  age  and  over.

Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  : Care  and  Aftercare, 

A scheme  is  operated  jointly  by  the  Kent  County  Coun- 
cil and  the  Kent  Council  of  Social  Service  for  the  provi- 
sion of  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis . 

Through  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made,  where  neces- 
sary, for  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various  ways,  - the 
provision  of  shelters;  extra  milk  and  meat;  the  provision 
of  beds,  bedding,  and  clothing. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors 
from  the  Chest  Clinics,  who  give  suitable  advice  to  the 
patients . 

Where  there  is  need  help  is  given  in  solving  housing 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  admission  of 
patients  to  Holiday  Homes  is  arranged;  in  the  case  of  un- 
employment endeavours  are  made  to  find  suitable  posts  for 
patients  who  are  fit  for  work;  and  materials  are  provided 
for  recreational  therapy.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Joint  Committee  of 
the  East  Kent  (No.  1)  United  Districts;  and  of 
the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District  Council* 


Gentlemen, 

The  Annual  Report  on  Public  Health  in  Bridge-Blean 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1950,  is  presented  in  the 
following  pages. 

There  have  been  no  outstanding  events  of  importance 
in  the  public  health  field  in  the  District  during  the 
year,  but  progress  continues  in  the  improvement  of  living 
standards.  It  will  be  noted  that  58  more  houses  were  con- 
nected to  a public  main  water  supply  in  the  year,  and  that 
93 % of  the  population  of  the  District  have  this  benefit. 

Progress  was  made  with  the  sewering  of  Sturry  and 
District,  and  schemes  for  eight  other  parishes  were  con- 
sidered. With  over  two  thousand  pail  closets  in  the  Dis- 
trict, there  is  still  much  to  be  done  to  improve  the  sew- 
age disposal  arrangements,  and  one  is  excused  if  one  casts 
an  envious  glance  at  nearby  districts  who  have  a seaboard* 
when  considering  the  dispersed  conurbations  and  the  com- 
plex contours  of  our  district  in  connection  with  disposal 
schemes# 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  was  higher 
than  in  1949,  the  higher  figure  being  due  to  the  outbreak 
of  Measles  in  the  latter  part  of  1950.  The  figures  for 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Pneumonia  both  showed  improvement  on  the 
previous  year,  but  there  was  a further  slight  rise  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified.  How- 
ever, it  is  reassuring  to  note,  from  the  Registrar-General r s 
weekly  Returns,  that  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  since 
the  end  of  1950  shows  a fall,  and  it  is  probable  that  these 
notification  figures  indicate  earlier  diagnosis  of  cases 
and  a better  prospect  of  cure.  Much  public  comment  has 
been  made  on  the  lengthening  waiting  list  of  cases  of 
tuberculosis  for  hospital  or  sanatorium  treatment,  but  it 
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must  be  stressed  that  the  remedy  most  readily  available 
for  this  situation,  is  the  use  of  such  services  as  Mass 
Radiography,  to  find  cases  at  their  early  stage  when  home 
treatment  or  out-patient  treatment  is  adequate  to  effect 
a cure. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  indicate  a satis- 
factory situation  with  an  adjust  d Birth  Rate  higher  than 
the  national  figure,  as  it  should  be  in  a rural  district, 
where  one  can  expect  a sensible  attitude  to  the  real  joys 
in  life  and  a disregard  to  the  trivialities  that  are  apt 
to  be  substituted  for  family  life  by  the  ?Townies.  1 The 
Death  Rate  is  equally  satisfactory,  being  below  the 
national  level. 

It  is  noticeable  from  the  tabulation  of  the  causes 
of  death  that  the  male  sex  is  more  subject  to  two  groups 
of  causes  than  the  female  sex.  The  malignant  neoplasms 
account  for  the  deaths  of  more  men  than  women,  with  a 
marked  difference  in  cancers  of  the  lung  and  bronchus: 
can  it  be  that  women  are  more  delicate  in  the  handling  of 
their  cigarettes  and  that  the  cigarette  hanging  on  the 
lip  of  a man  working  and  speaking  has  harm  in  it? 

The  higher  number  of  deaths,  in  men,  from  vascular 
lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  from  coronary  disease 
and  angina,  Is  to  be  expected  and  is  due  to  the  heavier 
work  and  greater  pressure  of  tension  that  falls  to  the 
male  sex. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  of  26.3  per  1,000  births 
is  in  line  with  the  national  figure,  but  two  out  of  the 
ten  deaths  were  from  preventable  causes. 

The  Public  Health  Department  is  now  staffed  to  a 
level  which  will  allow  progress  to  be  made  in  the  rout- 
ine supervision  of  food  handling,  the  supervision  of  ice 
cream,  and  of  retailed  milk;  and  in  the  supervision  of 
environmental  hygiene. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  Blundell  and  his  staff, 
who  are  always  ready  and  willing  in  their  help;  and  to 
Miss  Phillips  of  the  Broadstairs  Office,  who  is  such  an 
excellent  clerical  factotum.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  AREA. 


Bridge-Blean  is  a rural  district  consisting  of  twenty 
five  Parishes,  and  is  divided  by  the  Great  Stour,  roughly 
two-fifths  lying  north  of  the  river,  and  about  three- 
fifths  to  the  south,  the  river  bisecting  at  an  angle  north 
east  to  south-west.  The  area  entirely  surrounds  the  City 
of  Canterbury.  The  district  includes  a coal  area,  and  is 
agricultural  and  residential  in  character. 

Agriculture  is  the  main  industry,  a large  part  being 
agricultural  land,  orchards,  hop  gardens,  etc.;  and  wood- 
lands are  very  extensive,  notably  at  Blean  and  Harbledown. 
There  are  approximately  200  separate  farms  and  600  agri- 
cultural cottages  in  the  district. 

Apart  from  agricultural  pursuits,  a large  proportion 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Rural  District  are  employed  by

In  the  Parish  of  Westbere  is  the  mining  village  of 
Hersden,  where  there  are  some  210  miners’  dwellinghou&©s , 
and  others  under  construction.  Fifty  of  this  number  were 
erected  by  the  Rural  District  Council  during  1950. 

At  Westbere,  Chartham  and  Stodmarsh  are  gravel  pits 
of  considerable  importance,  with  extensive  plant;  and 
at  Harbledown  are  the  Head  Offices  of  the  East  Kent  Road 
Car  Co.,  Ltd.,  where  a large  staff  is  employed. 
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Many  building  firms  operate  in  the  rural  district, 
and  the  aggregate  labour  force  is  considerable. 

In  addition  to  the  industrial  concerns,  there  is  a 
large  Mental  Hospital  situated  at  Chartham,  with  patients 
and  staff,  resident  and  non-resident,  numbering  between 
2,000  and  3,000;  this  is  known  as  "St.  Augustine's  Hospi- 
tal." 

There  is  also  a residential  establishment  and  chronic 
sick  unit  situated  at  "The  Close,"  Bridge,  with  accommoda- 
tion for  111  people  - 51  hospital  beds  for  males  and  fe- 
males; 14  female  residents  and  46  male  residents;  and 
here  some  40  people  are  employed:  this  number  includes 
trained  and  domestic  staff. 

There  are  5,816  rateable  dwellings  in  the  district, 
of  which  787  are  dwellings  provided  since  1939;  this  re- 
presents an  occupation  per  dwelling  of  3.4  persons. 
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LOCAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 
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Laboratory  Facilities. 

A pathological  service  is  provided  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board,  centred  on  the  Kent  and  Canterbury  Hospi- 
tal, and  also  by  the  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone;  the 
latter  covers  public  health  laboratory  services  as  well 
as  pathological  examinations. 

Supplies  of  calf  Ipnph  for  smallpox  vaccination  and 
antigens  for  diphtheria  Immunization  are  obtainable  through 
the  County  Laboratory,  Maidstone,  on  application  being  made 
on  the  standard  form. 


Ambulance  Facilities » 

A combined  Kent  County  Council  and  Canterbury  City 
County  Ambulance  Service  operates  in  the  Bridge-Blean  and 
Canterbury  area;  and  other  than  in  cases  of  accident  or 
emergency,  an  ambulance  is  provided  on  the  recommendation 
of  a Doctor,  Midwife,  Hospital  or  District  Officer. 
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The  ambulance  and  cars  provided  are  centred  on  Barton 
Court  Ambulance  Station,  telephone  - Canterbury  2515. 

The.  Ambulance  Service  is  supplemented  by  the  Hospital 
Car  Service,  which  is  a service  of  volunteer  car  owner- 
drivers  providing  transport  for  sitting  cases  on  a mileage 
rate . 

Removal  of  Infectious  Disease  Cases.- 

This  combined  Service  provides  the  infectious  disease 
ambulance  for  the  area,  and  is  also  the  Ambulance  Service 
for  cases  of  Smallpox  and  Typhus  Fever  for  East  Kent.

Ice  Cream;  Fifty-one  inspections  were  made  during 

the  year  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the 
29  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  in  the 
Rural  District;  advice  was  given  to  the  traders  and  the 
standard  of  hygiene  generally  improved.  A close  watch 
was  kept  on  retailers  selling  ice  cream  from  mobile  vans, 
etc.

Twenty-six  of  the  retailers  sell  packed  Ice  creams 
and  three  sell  the  ice  cream  loose.  There  are  no  manu- 
facturers of  this  commodity  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  Rural  District  Council  (Health  Department)  are 
purchasing  an  Ice  cream  sampling  outfit,  and  it  is  hoped 
to  commence  sampling  of  ice  cream  in  1951. 

Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Hotel  Kitchens,  etc. 

Routine  inspections  were  made  of  all  cafes,  restaur- 
ants and  hotel  kitchens  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who 
made  a total  of  60  inspections  during  the  year. 

All  the  Public  Houses  were  visited  and  conditions 
found  were  fairly  satisfactory,  but  In  some  cases  it  was 
necessary  to  notify  the  Brewers  concerned  of  alterations 
and  any  other  work  required.  Some  of  this  work  has 
already  been  carried  out,  but  all  premises  which  fall 
short  of  the  required  standards  are  being  inspected  regu- 
larly. 

From  the  food  hygiene  point  of  view,  it  was  found 
that  Landlords  are  becoming  more  and  more  aware  of  the 
necessity  for  a high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  their 
business.  However,  advice  on  food  hygiene  was  given 
where  necessary.

Of  the  284  cases  notified,  two  were  in  respect  of 
patients  at  St.  Augustine fs  Hospital  at  Chartham  (one  - 
Pneumonia  and  one  Erysipelas);  four  were  in  a Children fs 
Nursery  at  Harbledown  (two  Scarlet  Fever  and  two  Whooping

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  general  standard  of  health  in  the  Urban  District 
continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The  number  of  cases  of  in- 
fectious disease  was  low  except  for  outbreaks  of  Measles 
and  Chickenpox. 

The  Birth  Rate,  as  always,  is  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  and  the  Death  Rate  is 
slightly  higher.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  24# 8 
per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  29.8  for  England  and 
Wales . 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  providing  houses,  85 
being  completed  during  the  year  with  a further  51  under 
construction.  The  provision  of  houses  is  as  urgent  as  any 
of  the  social  services  and  still  has  to  be  given  priority. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  giving  advice  on  Pood  Hygiene 
to  owners  of  shops,  cafes  and  food  factories.  The  quality 
and  purity  of  Ice  Cream  shows  ar#  improvement  from  year  to 
year. 


The  perusal  of  matters  in  the  report  to  which  I have 
not  referred  will  show  that  the  year  has  been  a satisfactory 
one  • 


I have  to  thank  my  fellow  Officials  and  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation;  and  in 
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conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the

SOCIAL  COMDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 
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The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St*  Peter1 s is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet,  which  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel;  the  town  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Borough 
of  Margate  and  on  the  south  by  the  Borough  of  Ramsgate; 
the  whole  of  its  front  faces  south-east. 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apartment  houses 
uuring  the  summer  months,  or  are  engaged  in  occupations 
connected  with  the  stay  in  the  district  of  numerous  visi- 
tors. With  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the  summer  popula- 
tion may  be  said  to  be  double  the  winter  population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and  the 
principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  visitors,  and  in  addition  to  the  town* s Utility  Serv- 
ices - (Electricity,  Gas,  Water,  Fire,  Transport,  Local 
Government  and  Postal  Services),  there  are  some  180  Fac- 
tories, Workshops  and  Garages  in  the  Urban  District, 
which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the  com- 
munity who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry;  these 
include  premises  used  for  the  Building  trade,  and  for  the 
development  of  light  industries,  a start  having  been  made 

in  surgical  instrument -making.,  and  the  plastic  and  cloth- 
ing trades. 


Included  in  the  above  figure  too,  are  premises  in  a 

growing  -right  Industrial  area  situated  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  town. 


A number . of  Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent 
Homes  and  Holiday  Homes,  also  provide  employment  for  a 
proportion  of  the  inhabitants. 


There  are  some  eight  farms  in  the  Urban  District, 
and  many  more  in  the  surrounding  neighbourhood,  which 
provide  employment  for  those  interested  in  agricultural 
pursuits. 


Climatology.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  as 
hitherto,  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Maid- 
stone. A few  clinical  investigations,  secondary  to  the 
acceptance  of  candidates  for  superannuation  under  the 
Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter1 s Urban  District  Council  were 
carried  out  at  Margate. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 


The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County,  and  in  this  connection  the  arrangements  for  the 
Urban  District  were  as  follows  during  1950.- 

(a)  Infectious  Cases Changes  in  the  arrangements 

for  the  removal  of  infec- 
tious disease  cases  were  made  early  in  the  year,  and  since 
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1st  April,  1950,  an  infectious  disease  ambulance  is  sta- 
tioned at  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter’s  Ambulance 
Station  to  serve  the  area. 

(b)  Non- infectious  Cases . - The  British  Red  Cross 

Society  act  as  agents  for 

the  County  Council  in  the  removal  of  non- infect ious  cases, 
two  ambulances  being  available  for  the  purpose. 


Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Home  Nursing  Service  is  provided  free  by  the 
County  Council,  and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  acci 
dent,  patients  can  only  be  attended  when  the  nurse  has 
been  requested  to  do  so  by  a doctor.  The  Home  Nurses

Public  Mortuary* 

The  Council's  Mortuary  is  situated  in  the  Fire  Station 
Yard;  it  is  a brick  built  building,  equipped  with  two  white 
porcelain  tables,  one  fixed  and  the  other  movable.  There 
is  also  a porcelain  slab,  sink,  and  a hot  and  cold  water 
supply.  The  lower  portion  of  the  walls  is  lined  with  white 
glazed  tiles.  The  building  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated, 
and  has  a concrete  floor  which  is  efficiently  drained.  A 
complete  set  of  Surgeon*  s equipment  is  now  available  for 
the  purposes  of  post  mortem  examinations. 

The  Mortuary  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

Sixteen  bodies  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  14 
post  mortem  examinations  were  held. 


SECTION  C.-  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  supply  of  water  is  obtained  from  a well  in  the 
chalk  170  feet  deep,  situated  at  Rumfields  on  the  western 
side  of  the  District,  and  from  an  adit  which  stretches  in 
a north-westerly  direction  for  a distance  of  about  a mile. 
The  local  supply  is  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from 
the  Works  of  the  Margate  Corporation,  situated  at  Wingham, 
some  twelve  miles  away* 

During  the  year  there  was  no  change  in  the  water  sup- 
ply, which  was  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity. 

» 

The  nPermmtItn  softening  system  continued  to  be  em- 
ployed to  modify  the  excessive  natural  hardness  (23°)  of 
the  water.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action.

During  the  year  two  premises  were  disinfested  with 
liquid  insecticide;  the  results  in  each  case  were  satis- 
factory. No  Council  house  infestations  were  found. 


Destruction  of  Rats  and  Mice  * 

The  energetic  work  carried  out  by  this  Authority  in 
previous  years  continued  along  the  latest  scientific  lines 
recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling-houses  (except 
in  caaea  of  obvious  neglect),  and  business  premises  are 
charged  according  to  the  extent  of  the  infestation  and  the 
time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely  known  in  the 
district,  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it  by  householders. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  on  property  adjoining  that 
from  which  the  original  complaint  was  made,  and  in  this 
way  the  spread  of  infestations  is  quickly  halted.

Many  minor  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  and  a gradual  raising  of  the  standard  of  hygienic  con- 
ditions is  taking  place. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  this  Department  and 
the  Food  Executive  Officer  in  connection  with  the  issue  of 
new  catering  licences,  and  no  such  licences  are  issued 
until  the  Food  Executive  Officer  is  notified  by  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  that  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  regarding  premises  are  complied  with. 

Clean  Food  Campai&p. 

Mo  special  n Clean  Food’1  Campaign  was  held  during  the 
year,  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  as  follows 
with  regard  to  this  question: - 

nIn  a seaside  resort  there  is  a good  deal  of  seasonal 
employment  with  frequent  changes  of  personnel,  particularly 
in  hotels,  cafes  and  restaurants.  Whilst  lectures  or 
classes  for  all  the  year  round  food  traders  and  their  em- 
ployees might  serve  a useful  purpose,  it  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  seasonal  employees,  who 
are  the  class  mostly  in  need  of  instruction  or  guidance. 
Under  these  circumstances  frequent  periodical  inspections 
are  the  most  effective  means  of  improving  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness. 
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WI  would,  suggest  that  It  would  be  a valuable  means  of 
permanent  propaganda  if  the  Ministry  of  Food  drafted  and 
prepared  a poster  giving  the  principal  elementary  rules  of 
food,  hygiene  in  simple  language,  and  made  it  compulsory 
for  a copy  of  this  poster  to  be  kept  posted  in  all  food 
handling  establishments.  This  would  be  of  value  to  the 
person  coming  into  the  food  trade  for  the  first  time,  and 
would  act  as  a reminder  to  the  rest  of  the  staff  of  the 
necessity  for  strict  observance  of  hygienic  methods  at  all 
times."

It  will  be  noted  that  apart  from  the  outbreaks  of 
Measles  and  Chickenpox,  the  number  of  cases  of  other  noti- 
fiable infectious  diseases  were  slightly  lower  than  for 
the  previous  year,  with  the  exception  of  Whooping  Cough, 
Pneumonia  and  Erysipelas,  which  were  increased  by  ten, 
four  and  one  respectively.

These  involved  seven  Children's  Convalescent  Homes  - 
163  cases  ; six  Boarding  Schools  - 10  cases;  one  Holiday 
Home  - 6 cases;  one  Boys ! Home  - 3 cases;  and  one  Child- 
ren^ Guest  House  - 8 cases. 

The  remaining  526  cases  were  notified  in  405  private 
families,  13  of  these  being  visitors  who,  on  enquiries 
being  made,  in  most  cases  were  found  to  have  contracted 
the  diseases  before  arrival  in  the  town. 

Sca.rlet  Fever ; Seventeen  of  the  33  cases  of  Scarlet 

Fever  were  notified  in  the  first  quar- 
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ter  of  the  year;  then  there  were  five  in  the  second  quar- 
ter* seven  in  the  third  quarter,  four  of  whom  were  visitors 
to  the  town*  and  four  in  the  last  quarter.  Ten  children 
under  school  age,  22  school  children  and  one  adult  were 
affected.  Thirty  of  these  patients  were  notified  in  private 
families. 

Whooping  Cough;  During  the  first  quarter  of  the  year  only 

six  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified; 
the  number , however,  increased  during  the  second  and  third 
quarters  of  the  year,  when  there  were  23  and  28  cases  noti- 
fied; during  the  last  quarter  17  notifications  were  re- 
ceived. Thirty-six  children  under  school  age  and  38  school 
children  were  affected,  60  of  these  occurring  in  44  private 
families,  one  of  whom  was  a visitor  to  the  town. 

Measles ; The  outbreak  of  Measles  did  not  appear  to 

commence  until  the  end  of  September, 
after  the  schools*  vacation,  and  reached  its  peak  during 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year,  when  189  of  the  297  cases 
were  notified.  One  hundred  and  five  children  under  school 
age,  184  school  children  and  eight  adults  were  affected, 
and  260  of  these  occurred  in  194  private  families,  five  of 
these  being  visitors  to  the  town.  The  following  table 
shows  the  incidence  of  Measles  per  quarter  from  1st  January,

TParalytio)  ) fied  in  February,  a young  man  of  32  years 
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of  age  • this  was  stated  to  be  a mild  attack;  he  was 
nursed  at  home  and  was  reported  to  have  recovered. 

The  second  case  occurred  in  March,  a boy  of  two:  he 
was  removed  to  the  Haine  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment 
and  remained  there  for  six  weeks.  He  recovered. 

Then  three  cases  were  notified  in  August;  the  first 
was  a boy  visitor  of  seven  years  of  age*  who  arrived  in 
Broadstairs  on  the  29th  July  from  a village  in  Lincoln- 
shire where  a number  of  cases  had  previously  occurred. 

He  commenced  to  be  ill  on  the  5th  August,  a Doctor  was 
called  in  on  the  7th  and  he  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Isola- 
tion Hospital  the  same  day,  but  he  unfortunately  died  on 
the  15th.

Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eighth  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  Heme  Bay,  with  which  is  included  the 
Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  District  have  again 
been  satisfactory,  indicating  that  the  health  of  the  popu- 
lation has  been  well  maintained.  The  Birth  Rate  was  12.87 
per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  was  lower  than  the  rate 
for  England,  and  Wales  at  15.8,  and  for  the  Urban  District 
in  1949  at  13.67.  The  tendency  for  a gradual  drop  in  the 
Birth  Rate  in  the  town  is  therefore  being  maintained.  The 
Death  Rate  was  16.37  per  1,000  of  the  population*  this 
was  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  11.6,  and  for 
last  year  at  11.99.  Considering  that  the  average  age  of 
the  population  is  rising  these  figures  are  very  satisfac- 
tory. The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  25.53  per  1,000  births, 
compared  with  29.8  for  England  and  Wales  and  there  were  no 
maternal  deaths. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  any  of  the  common  infectious 
diseases  and,  in  fact,  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified. 
This  disease,  until  the  introduction  of  immunization,  caused 
many  deaths  throughout  the  Country. 

The  housing  position  is  still  difficult  and  remains 
one  of  the  most  pressing  post-war  problems  with  which  we 
have  to  deal.  Every  effort  is  made  to  allocate  a house, 
when  possible,  to  those  who  require  accommodation  on  urgent 
medical  grounds,  e.g.-  where  one  of  the  family  suffers  from 
open  tuberculosis. 
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I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  the 
Joint  Committee  and  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
help  and  encouragement,  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  good  work  they  have  done  during  the 
year.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA, 

Herne  Bay  is  a seaside  holiday  resort  on  the  northern 
coast  of  Kent,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  Estuary.  Bounded 
on  the  north  side  by  the  Morth  Sea,  it  is  almost  surrounded 
by  the  rural  villages  of  the  Bridge-Blean  Rural  District; 
from  the  east  and  west  it  lies  between  the  Whit stable  Urban 
District  and  Birchington  in  the  Borough  of  Margate,  and  the 
south  side  of  the  town  is  approximately  eight  miles  from 
the  City  of  Canterbury* 

The  town  is  essentially  a holiday  resort,  and  a large 
percentage  of  the  population  is  engaged  in  catering  for 
the  needs  of  the  visitors  who  take  holidays  there  during 
the  summer  Months,  when  the  population  figure  is  almost 
double  that  of  the  winter  period. 

There  is  a large  residential  area  in  the  Urban  Dist- 
rict, and  as  the  town  is  within  easy  reach  of  London,  many 
of  the  inhabitants  travel  each  day  to  their  employment  in 
the  City. 

In  addition  to  the  Utility  Services  - (Gas,  Water, 
Electricity,  etc*)  - there  are  a number  of  Professional 
and  Commercial  Establishments,  and  light  Industrial  Under- 
takings which  provide  employment  for  a good  percentage  of 
workers;  and  agricultural  employment  is  provided  in  the 
rural  area. 

Then  there  are  a number  of  Boarding  Schools  and  Con- 
valescent and  Children's  Homes;  Holiday  Homes  and  Homes 
for  old  people;  also  the  Herne  Bay  Hospital  and  the  Herne 
Hospital  at  Herne  Common,  where  a number  of  nursing  and 
domestic  workers  are  employed.

Laboratory  Facilities* 


All  pathological  and  bacteriological  work  for  the  Urban 
District  is  carried  out  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County 
Hall,  Maidstone,  free  of  charge. 


Ambulance  Facilities . 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County,  and  the  following  arrangements  operated  in  the  Herne 
Bay  Urban  District  during  1950.- 

(a)  Infectious  Cases.

Changes  in  the  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  infec- 
tious disease  cases  were  made  early  in  the  year,  and  since 
1st  April,  1950,  an  infectious  disease  ambulance  stationed 
at  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter* s Ambulance  Station  serves 
the  Herne  Bay  area.

Home  Nursing  Service. 

The  Kent  County  Council  provide  a free  Home  Nursing 
Service,  and  apart  from  cases  of  emergency  and  accident,  a 
patient  may  obtain  the  services  of  a Home  Nurse  if  requested 
by  the  medical  practitioner  in  attendance.  The  Home  Nurses 
appointed  to  serve  in  the  Urban  District  are:-

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Domestic  Help  Service. 

Domestic  Help  is  obtainable  for  the  sick  and  aged  and 
infirm,  in  cases  of  urgent  need;  the  scheme  is  operated 
from  the  K.C,C.  Clinic,  in  Ring’s  Road,  under  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  County  Council’s  Area  Organizer,  Mrs*  A.  King-

Convalescent  Homes,  Holiday  Homes,  etc. 

There  are  eight  Convalescent  Homes  in  the  Urban  Dist- 
rict, with  accommodation  for  some  475  patients,  (205  child- 
ren and  270  adults). 

There  are  also  five  Holiday  Homes,  accommodating  ap- 
proximately 210  women  and  children. 


National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  Sections  47  and  50. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  by  the  Urban  Dis- 
trict Council  under  Sections  47  and  50  of  the  National  As- 
sistance Act,  1948. 
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Public  Mortuary. 

The  Council  own  an  up-to-date  public  mortuary,  com- 
prising a post  mortem  room  with  refrigeration  facilities 
for  four  bodies;  a panelled  chapel  and  viewing  room, 
which  has  independent  access.  An  employee  of  the  Health 
Department  acts  as  caretaker,  and  he  keeps  all  records 
of  bodies  admitted  and  of  post  mortem  examinations.  He 
also  maintains  an  attractive  garden  at  the  mortuary  en- 
trance. During  the  year  32  bodies  were  admitted  and  28 
post  mortem  examinations  were  held  there.  The  Mortuary 
is  also  used  for  embalming  bodies  upon  a payment  of 
10s.  6d.  being  made  for  each  occasion  it  is  so  used. 


SECTION  C.  - SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water. 

The  public  water  supply  provided  by  the  Herne  Bay 
Waterworks  Company  is  consistently  pure,  and  frequent 
samples  show  that  it  is  of  excellent  organic  quality  and 
bacteriological  standard. 

This  supply  is  constant  and  abundant  and  is  derived 
from  a deep  well  at  Ford.  It  is  chlorinated  before  dis- 
tribution. The  water  is  exceedingly  hard  and  is  not  there- 
fore plurabo  solvent . 

Approximately  99 of  the  houses  are  supplied  from 
the  public  mains;  but  scattered  about  the  rural  area  of 
the  district  are  some  58  houses  served  by  wells,  springs, 
and  by  conservation  of  rainwater  from  roofs.  This  supply 
is  of  doubtful  purity  and  is  often  insufficient  during  the 
summer  months.

There  are  6,183  houses  in  the  Urban  District,  and  all 
are  connected  to  the  public  water  mains  and  have  the  water 
carried  into  the  houses;  only  three  premises  draw  water 
from  outside  standpipes.  i 

Mew  Connections  - 1950 . 

During  the  year  a further  three  dwellings  at  Thornden 
Wood  Road  were  connected  to  the  public  mains,  and  five 
dwellings  at  Reculver  were  provided  with  main  water  supply. 

Bullockstone,  Braggs  Lane,  Herne  Common  and 

Hicks  Forstal  Districts. 

As  mentioned  in  the  1949  Report,  the  Urban  District 
Council  gave  preliminary  consideration  to  the  extension  of 
mains  in  these  areas,  and  during  1950  the  scheme,  which  is 
to  serve  an  area  which  includes  40  dwellings  occupied  by 
160  persons,  who  now  have  an  unsatisfactory  supply,  was 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  Kent  County 
Council,  and  was  finally  approved  by  the  Urban  District 
Council.  Unfortunately  a delay  in  the  delivery  of  the 
necessary  materials  will  hold  up  the  scheme  for  at  least 
twelve  months  from  the  time  the  order  is  placed. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  115  houses  in  the  rural  areas  which  are  not 
connected  with  the  Town1 s sewerage  system,  and  are  served 
by  cesspools,  which  are  emptied  by  the  Council* s employees. 
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During  the  year  two  pail  closets  were  abolished  and  cess- 
pools  constructed  at  the  premises. 

Sewage  from  the  Beltinge  area  in  the  East  of  the  town 
is  treated  at  the  Council's  Disposal  Works  which  are  situ- 
ated in  that  area.  Sewage  from  the  remainder  of  the  Town 
is  passed  either  by  gravity  or  through  one  or  two  Pumping 
Stations  to  a Disintegrator  Station  and  thence  to  the  sea. 

The  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  were 
no  extensions  during  the  year,  nor  additions  or  alterations 
to  the  provisions  made  for  the  final  disposal  of  sewage. 

, * 

At  18  occupied  dwellings,  drainage  systems  were  re- 
constructed and  major  repairs  carried  out;  and  choked 
drains  were  dealt  with  at  27  dwellings. 

At  a^property  in  High  Street,  occupied  by  three  fami- 
lies, drains  were  found  to  be  defective  beneath  the  base- 
ment floors;  and  after  service  of  an  informal  intimation 
and  a. Statutory  Hot ice,  which  were  both  ignored,  the  Urban 
District  Council  carried  out  the  necessary  drainage  works 
at  a cost  of  £103,  in  the  owner' s default,  which  will  be 
recovered. 

A sewer  serving  10  houses  in  Cobbler*  s Bridge  Road 
was  found  to  be  defective,  and  was  repaired  by  the  Council. 
The  cost  is  recoverable  from  the  owners  as  the  sewer  is 
not  one  which  Is  maintained  at  public  expense.  This  defect 

was  revealed  by  rat  holes  which  appeared  near  an  inspection 
chamber. 

A similar  sewer  was  repaired  by  the  Council  at 
Mortimer  Street,  the  cost  being  recoverable  from  several 
owners.  This  defect  was  revealed  by  flooded  cellars. 

A notice  was  served,  under  Section  39  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  on  the  owner/occupier  of  a bungalow,  for 
the  repair  of  a defective  drainage  system;  two  unsuccess- 
ful appeals  were  made  against  this  Notice,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  the  case  was  still  in  abeyance. 

At  another  house,  a drainage  system  was  repaired  by 
the  Council,  by  arrangement  with  the  owner,  who  is  repay- 
ing the  cost  of  £31:10:  Od.  by  instalments. 

Drains  are  frequently  tested  for  private  owners  or 
for  prospective  purchasers  of  houses  upon  payment  to  the 
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Council  of  a fee  of  one  or  two  guineas  - the  fee  charged 
depending  on  the  size  of  the  drainage  system  tested. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Want  sum  forms  the  south-eastern  "boundary 
of  the  district  before  it  passes  to  the  sea,  and  appears 
to  be  free  from  pollution. 

The  watercourse  which  causes  concern  from  time  to 
time  is  at  the  western  side  of  the  town,  Hampton  Brook, 
which  is  quite  often  polluted  in  various  ways;  in  sum- 
mer it  becomes  a stagnant,  and  sometimes  a rather  smelly 
breeding  place  for  insect  pests,  and  has  to  be  frequently 
sprayed. 


Closet  Accommodation. 


Various  improvements  were  carried  out  during  the  year 
in  the  sanitary  arrangements  at  public  premises. 


Public  Cleansing;. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  Council* s Surveyor. 
Domestic  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  dwelling-houses 
and  conveyed  by  modern  covered  moving-floor  vehicles  to 
the  Tip  at  Broomfield.  Marketable  materials  are  removed, 
and  the  remainder  tipped  in  layers  and  covered.  Strict 
adherence  to  the  rules  of  controlled  tipping  is  not  possible 
because  of  the  heavy  clay  soil  which  is  so  unsuitable  for 
covering  refuse. 

The  collection  of  refuse  from  hotels,  restaurants  and 
some  trade  premises  is  carried  out  more  frequently  than 
once  a week. 

The  Surveyor* s men  engaged  upon  refuse  collection, 
make  a list  of  the  houses  with  defective  or  unsatisfactory 
receptacles,  and  the  list  is  passed  to  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. The  need  for  dustbins  at  the  addresses  listed  is 
checked,  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  owners  or  agents 
obtained.  Notices  are  then  served  upon  owners  or  occupiers 
to  provide  satisfactory  bins  of  the  type  prescribed  by  the 
Byelaws .

Smoke  Abatement# 

Smoke  nuisances  were  confined  to  an  occasional  com- 
plaint of  the  smoking  chimney  of  a laundry  or  bakery;  one 
laundry  in  particular  is  rather  troublesome. 
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The  Kent  Education  Committee  abated  their  nuisance 
by  the  installation  of  gas-heated  ovens  to  replace  the 
solid  fuel  ovens • 


Shops  and  Offioes. 

During  the  year  a number  of  visits  were  made  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  to  shop  premises;  at  one  shop,  a 
Statutory  Notice  served  under  Section  10  of  the  Shops 
Act,  1936,  during  the  war  and  held  in  abeyance,  was  com- 
plied with  by  the  provision  of  a sink  and • drainage . 

The  standard  of  office  accommodation  in  the  town  is 
good,  and  no  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  noted  during 
the  year* 


Camping  * Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

It  is  estimated  that  some  2,000  campers  were  accom- 
modated throughout  the  5lhigh  season5'’  at  the  following 
nine  camping  sites,  which  were  licensed  and  in  use  in 
the  Urban  District  during  1950.-

Four  licences  were  also  issued  in  respect  of  individual 
caravans,  but  three  of  these  have  since  expired. 

During  school  holidays  numerous  tented  camps  are 
set  up  In  various  parts  of  the  district,  conducted  by 
different  youth  organizations,  and  are  exempted  from 
the  licensing  requirements  of  the  Public  Health  Act. 
However,  such  camps  have  never  been  any  trouble  locally 
and  have  justified  the  confidence  placed  in  them  by  the 
exemption  from  licensing. 
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The  gipsy  camps  are  a constant  source  of  trouble, 
particularly  on  the  Abbot swood  Estate,  which  is  seldom 
free  from  one  or  more  colonies  of  gipsy  caravans  and 
tents . 


Swimming  Pool. 

There  is  one  swimming  pool  in  the  town,  at  a private 
hotel;  the  water  for  this  pool  is  draw:.,  from  a well, 
which  is  polluted,  but  which  is  rendered  harmless  to 
bathers  by  chlorination. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs  and  Fleas.

Thirteen  houses  were  reported  during  the  year  as 
being  infested  with  bugs  and  fleas;  disinfestation  was 
carried  out  by  treatment  with  D.D.T.  Insecticide.  Before 
occupation  of  a house  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Council, 
the  tenant1  s furniture  is  carefully  examined  at  the 
former  residence ,

Rodent  Control. 

During  1950  a total  of  103  private  dwellings, 

6 business  premises  and  7 Local  Authority  premises  were 
treated  on  one  or  more  occasions  for  rat  destruction; 
and  9 premises  for  mouse  destruction. 

Treatment  was  also  carried  out  on  eight  occasions 
at  Broomfield  Tip,  which  resulted  in  a total  estimated 
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r!kills?  of  1,124  rats  - the  largest  number  of  rats  at 
the  tip  to  be  killed  at  one  treatment  was  230,  A sub- 
stantial number  of  dead  rats  are  always  picked  up  after 
treatment  of  the  tip,  and  it  is  likely  that  the  15 kill” 
figures  mentioned  may  be  under-estimated. 

At  all  the  premises  treated,  it  is  estimated  that 
at  least  2,000  rats  were  destroyed,  and  that  entailed 
a total  of  2,388  visits  an<J  re-visits  by  public  health 
staff  to  infested  and  adjacent  land  and  premises, 

A free  rat  and  mouse  destruction  service  is  avail- 
able to  the  public  in  the  Urban  District,  except  at 
business  premises. 

Rat  destruction  in  Sewers. 

Sewers  are  treated  for  rat  destruction  every  year, 
and  in  1950,  all  the  nine  sections  of  the  sewerage 
system  were  test  baited  in  March,  and  rats  were  found 
at  four  sections  - the  other  five  were  free.  The  treat- 
ment occupied  a period  of  three  weeks,  and  was  carried 
out  at  a oost  of  £56. 

The  second  treatment  was  applied  in  October  at  a 
cost  of  £28,  Ninety-two  manholes  upon  sections  found 
to  be  infested  in  the  earlier  treatment  were  test 
baited,  and  at  36  of  them  the  bait  was  taken.  They 
were  subsequently  given  a full  treatment,  and  a number 
of  rats  were  destroyed.  At  least  200  rats  were  des- 
troyed during  the  spring  and  autumn  treatment  of  sewers. 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  also  treated  from 
time  to  time,  as  occasionally  slight  rat  infestation 
occurs  at  the  Works. 

The  major  part  of  the  sewerage  system  is  now  found 
to  be  consistently  free  from  rats  except  in  the  town 
area,  where  some  rats  are  usually  found;  it  is  probable 
that  this  area  becomes  reinfested  from  the  surface  by 
way  of  fractured  pipes,  as  these  sewers  are  amongst  the 
oldest  in  the  Urban  District. 


Schools. 

There  are  six  Boarding  Schools  in  the  Urban  Dist- 
rict, with  accommodation  for  some  130  Boarders  and  640 
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day  pupils.  In  addition  to  these  are  four  County  Primary 
Schools  and  one  County  Modern  School,  accommodating  approx- 
imately 1,500  children. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  at 
the  County  Schools  were  very  inadequate,  and  as  a result 
of  efforts  made  to  secure  improvements  in  these  directions, 
a new  building  was  erected  during  the  summer  of  1950,  with 
ample  closets,  urinals  and  wash-hand  basins  at  the  Infants f 
School.  However,  no  improvements  have  yet  been  carried 
out  at  the  other  Schools.

Forge  Cottage,  Hillborough,  was  demolished  by  the 
Council  in  default  of  the  owner,  from  whom  the  cost  is 
recoverable. 

Basement  Rooms. 

In  January,  1950,  members  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee inspected  the  basement  rooms  of  twelve  properties 
affected  by  flooding  from  the  sea  in  March,  1049,  At 
two  of  the  houses  it  was  decided  to  close  the  unfit 
basement  rooms  'under  the  provisions  of  Section  12  of  the 
Housing  Act,  1936.  Basement  rooms  at  one  house  became 
vacant  and  a formal  Closing  Order  was  served.  The  base- 
ment rooms  at  the  other  house  were  still  occupied  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  The  owners  of  most  of  the  remain- 
ing ten  houses  have  given  undertakings  that  use  of  the 
basement  rooms  will  be  restricted  to  living  or  dining 
room  accommodation  in  conjunction  with  rooms  on  an  upper 
floor,  as  the  use  of  these  basement  rooms  for  sleeping 
purposes  or  as  separate  units  of  accommodation  is  not 
desirable .

Cleanliness  of  Dairy  Utensils. 

During  the  year  24  utensils  of  various  kinds  were 
tested  for  cleanliness,  and  all  but  two  were  found  to 
have  been  sufficiently  cleansed.  A high  proportion  of 
the  utensils  were  found,  upon  pathological  examination 
of  rinsings,  to  be  almost  sterile. 

At  one  dairy  a bottle-washing  machine  was  installed 
to  replace  the  former  method  of  cleaning  by  hand. 

At  most  of  the  dairies  in  the  Urban  District, 
cleansing  of  utensils  now  takes  place  by  machine  and  by 
steam  sterilization;  and  all  the  dairies  are  equipped 
with  refrigerators,  which  greatly  assist  in  preserving 
the  keeping  qualities  of  the  milk  before  distribution 
to  the  customers.

Meat:-  Home  killed  meat  continues  to  be  transported 

However, 
a new  abattoir  is  to  be  constructed  at  some 
future  date  in  the  City  of  Canterbury  to  serve  the  needs  of 
the  City  and  of  the  adjacent  towns,  including  Herne  Bay. 

The  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Urban  District  were 
closed  in  1939  and  have  not  since  been  used,  except  for  an 
occasional  pig  or  sheep  slaughtered  by  an  owner  for  his  own 
use.  During  1950  one  pig  was  slaughtered  and  inspected. 

Unsound)  The  amount  of  food  of  all  kinds  condemned 

Fo od : ) and  surrendered  during  the  year  was  1 ton 

4 cwts  29  lbs.,  this  included  meat,  fish, 
vegetables,  and  a large  quantity  of  tinned 
foods . 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  in  March, 
a considerable  amount  of  boned  frozen  cow  beef  arrived  in 
the  town  for  sausage  manufacture.  The  meat  w as  in  a poor 
condition  and  some  of  it  was  even  revolting  in  its  appear- 
ance; it  was  therefore  decided  that  it  was  unfit  for 
human  food  and  was  condemned.  Allthe  butchers*  shops  in 
the  town  were  visited  and  quantities  of  the  meat  at  each 
shop  collected  and  taken  away  and  it  was  subsequently  sold 
for  consumption  by  dogs  to  defray  the  cost  of  transport. 

Ho  meat  of  this  character  has  since  been  allocated  to  the 
Herne  Bay  butchers. 
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Food  Premises* 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  a total  of  567  visits 
and  re-visits  to  food  preparing  premises  during  the  year, 
and  49  defects  or  deficiencies  were  noted  and  remedied.

Shops:  ) good  standard,  and  there  is  full  co- 

operation between  the  Butchers  and  the 
Public  Health  Department.  Seventy-five  visits  were  made 
during  I960. 

Fish  Shops:  Seventy-five  visits  were  also  made  to 

the  ten  wet  fish  shops  and  eight  pre- 
mises registered  for  the  sale  of 
fried  fish  and  chips;  all  these  premises  are  of  a good 
standard,  but  none  have  installed  refrigerated  display 
counters.  The  one  mobile  fried  fish  and  chip  bar  ceased 
to  operate  in  the  rural  area  during  the  year. 

Bakehouses:  There  are  18  bakehouses  in  the  Urban 

District,  one  of  which  has  not  been 
used  for  years.  During  1950  two  long 
established  bakehouses  were  improved.  Most  of  the  re- 
mainder are  fairly  satisfactory,  but  are  not  constructed 
or  equipped  as  modern  bakehouses.  One  bakehouse  is 
underground  and  some  are  much  too  small  for  the  amount 
of  baking  which  takes  place,  especially  during  the  sum- 
mer months •

It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  year  there  was  only 
one  really  big  outbreak  of  infectious  disease,  that  of 
Measles,  with  576  notifications.  The  numbers  of  other 
diseases  notified  (with  the  exception  of  Chickenpox, 
which  was  very  low)  being  slightly  higher  than  the  pre- 
vious year# 

Of  the  776  cases  notified,  686  occurred  in  545  pri- 
vate families,  the  small  remainder  occurred  in  two  child- 
rens Convalescent  Homes,  Herne  Hospital  (Children’s 
Section),  and  one  at  one  of  the  Schools. 

Scarlet  Fevers  Twenty-eight  of  the  33  cases  of  Scarlet 

Fever  notified  occurred  in  21  private 
families;  four  in  two  children’s  Con- 
valescent Homes;  and  one  at  the  Convent  School.  Seven 
children  under  school  age  and  26  school  children  were 
affected* 

Whooping  Cough:  Fourteen  children  under  school  age  and 

16  school  children  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Whooping  Cough;  also  one 
adult;  being  eleven  more  notifications  than  in  the  pre- 
vious year. 

Measles:  The  outbreak  of  Measles  occurred  mainly 

in  the  first  half  of  the  year;  and  dur- 
ing the  year  238  children  under  school 
age,  319  school  children,  and  19  adults  were  affected  in 
452  private  families.
